After the expiration of the 
six months it will cease to be legal tender. Dur. 
ing this period the import of.foreign silver 
money ani of chopped Spanish coins is absolutely 
protibited, but afterwards they-may be imported 
as bullion on the same terms as other mor: 
chandise, The Mint is to strike off not less 
than $250,000 worth of fifty-cent pieces par 
month, the bullion to ba uasd being the money 
called in until the latter is completely extin- 
guished. Tho circumstances which have led. to 
the promulgation of this deoree have alrendy 
been alluded to from time to timo, but may be 
briefly revapitulated. In the Philippines 
there is the double_gtandard, as in Spain, 
silver. being legal tender to any amount 
side by side with gold, .end foreign 
cojos (Mexican) ay well as Spanish have 
beon in circulation. Owing to the disturbance 
betwoen the valucs of the two motals there has 
of late years boon a considerable flow of silvar 
into tha country. In 1877 a8 decree was issued 
prohibiting the import of foreign coins from 
that date, but it has proved ineffective, owing to 
the great inducement to smuggling, the profit 
hoing fiftecn par cont. Recently the Banks and 
morcantile houses potitioned the Governmort on 
tho subject, and the diffienlty has now been met 
by prohibiting the circulation of foreign money, 
the effect being practically eqaivalent to the 
closing of the mints to the free coinage of silver 
in the countries of the Latin Union.

‘observation of his actions; and now I cannot bat 
address to Your Majesty a fow words of advice. 
Willit not be highly injurious of Your Majesty's 
reputation, if such peoplo'as Chi-Un-Ei are, sont 
abroad under Your Magosty’s commands? 'Whe- 
thor the documont brought! heru by Chi is gennine 
or not, I do not pretend to ilecide; but last year 
also whon Iwas ut Kobe, F wus told theta man’
